WHAT IT COMES TO 


The come-to of it all, of course. is increased 
taxation, to the tune of $70.000.000. According to 
the canons of deflationist ecomomy the budget must 
be Balanced, “et ali costs” That is no idle phrase 
in the present circumstances. The “cost” of in- 
creased taxation, in stalling recovery and decreasing 
employment, is a grim reality at present 

The increases are spread widely. They 
to customs duties, excise. the stamp tax, income 
taxes. The sales tex remains at six per cent. Sugar 
is taxed 2 cents a pound. or 40 cents on a 20 pound 
sack. There is a tax on interest payments and 
dividend payments made abroad, and on such pay- 
ments made to Canadians at an exchange premium 
Cheques of any amount less then $5 must carry a 
3 cent stamp Cosmetics end cigaretie papers come 
in for an excise levy 

In the Income tax schedules there is both an in- 
crease in rates and also a reduction of the mini- 
mum allowances. The exemption of a married 
man, hitherto $2400, is reduced io $2000. For single 
men the exemption is reduced from $1200 to $1000 
The allowance for dependents is reduced from $500 
to $490 each. The surcharge of 5 per cent is con- 
tinued 

For the man with an income of $1,000,000 a year 
The rate is increased 11 PER CENT. For the one 
with an income of $2500 THE RATE IS INCREASED 
650 PER CENT. Think it over!

William Randolph Hearst in his violent way bas 
been throwing chunks of language at compatriots 
who buy foreign made commodities. In his “Buy in 
America” campaign in his papers, he brands as dis- 
loyal and traitorous, worse still “un-American,”— 
whatever the implications of that dire condition be 
—all those who from selfish motives buy anything 
outside of United States capable of being made in 
United States. 

The campaign has come to a brief and inglorious 
end 

Someone pointed out that every single Hearst 
newspaper carrying the burning appeal to patriot- 
ism was printed on paper purchased for selfish 
reasons, in Canada. 

Now he has turned the trumpets of his wrath on 
Great Britain and other European countries, calling 
them welchers and defaulters, over the war debts 
that United States declined to forgive when Britain 
forgave ten and three-quqarter billions to her allies. 

Its just possible, so perverse is human nature, 
that sorneone will supply Hearst with a list of the 
many millions that the soverign states of the south 
borrowed from Britain before the war for banking 
and other peace-time purposes, which the soverign 
states later repudiated.

Repudiation of their debts to Great Britain by 
the several southern states was quite legal. They 
availed themselves of the advantage of the Eleventh 
Amendment which reads: 

The judicial power of the United States shall 
not be construed to extend to any suit in law or 
equity, commenced or prosecuted against one of 
the United States by citizens of another State, 

- or by citizens or subjects of any foreign state. 

Promises when the borrowings were made that 
there would be no recourse to repudiation cannot 
overrule the Constitution. 

The southern States were within their legal 
rights in refusing to pay back the borrowings, or 
to observe their promise not to repudiate. All that 
was broken was a word of honor—and a number of 
innocent people. 

The poet Wordsworth, he who wrote that sonnet 
on Intimations of Immortality, which contains the 
line: 

“Heaven lies about us in our infancy” 
was among those reduced to want by the repudia- 
tion. He had no idea that someone was going to 
lie about money to him in his old age 

It was all quite legal, but there's nothing in the 
history of the southern states repudiations that 
justifies William Randolph Hearst in using the 
words “welchers” and “defaulters” about the British 
people who haven't defaulted a nickel’s worth in 
spite of the merits of the war debts borrowings, or 
the example of the southern states who repudiated 
peace time borrowings.

Guiseppe Zangara who shot and killed Anton 
Cermak in attempting to assassinate President-elect 
Roosevelt, before these lines appear will probably 
have met death in the electric chair. Not even his 
friends, if he has any, will wish his sentence to be 
commuted. It would only add torture to a man 
suffered with chronic stomach trouble, to force him 
to serve a life sentence.

No, they were not Chicago anarchists or bombs- 
men. The four hundred who signed were all 
reputable citizens, with a high sense of patriotism. 
They signed the petition without reading it, or not 
getting past the first paragraph which said some-

A southern newspaperman with a perverted 
sense of humor, who had noted the careless way in 
which the average citizen signs a petition when it is 
put under his nose, conceived the idea of the peition

Mention of divorce recalls the long delay in 
Great Britain since the Divorce Commission presid- 
ed over by the late Lord Gorell presented its ma- 
jority report. A nev attempt is to be made to im- 
plement the findings in a new and humane divorce 
law 

Reading over the enlightened and brilliant 
speech of the late Earl of Birkenhead of March 
1920, in moving the second reading of a Bill in the 
House of Lords to put into effect the recommend- 
ations of the Majority Report—alas that it failed to 
secure a majority—one marks how he brushed aside 
obstacles in getting to the heart of the question 

The new Bill proposed to add to adultery, the 
following new grounds for divorce—desertion for 
three years, persistent cruelty, venereal disease, 
incurable lunacy, habituual drunkenness and im- 
prisonment for life under a commuted sentence.

“Adultery is a breach of the carnal implicat- 
ions of marriage. Insistence upon the duties of 
continence and chastity is important to society 
But I take the view that thet aspect of marriage 
was exaggerated, and somewhat crudely exag- 
gerated, in the Marriage Service. I make this 
point by which | will stand or fall, that the 
spiritual and moral sides of marriage are incoim- 
parably more important than the physical side.

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Health and Diet Advice

FLATULENCY IS USUALLY BASILY RELIEVED 


In this article I am going to tell you how to 
relieve yourself should you become troubled with 
abdominal bloating. 

The first thing to do is to drink two or three 
glasses of water just as hot as can be taken. If you 
have found that one-half teaspoonful of baking soda 
in one glass of warm water relieves you it is all 
right to use it. However, you should regard this as 
a temporary measure and do not consider it a per- 
manent cure of excessive gas. The drinking of the 
hot water will geserally cause the immediate belch- 
ing of gas and you will then note that some of the 
tenderness at the top of the stomach is relieved be- 
cause the stomach acidity has been neutralized. 


The next thing to do is to take an enema to 
cleanse the intestines. Use one quart of plain warm 
water, and do not add anything to it. Once the 
enema sweeps oit the offending material in the 
latge bowel, great relief follows. The enema will 
also help to relieve gas pressure in the small in- 
testines by starting the gas moving. In case the 
fermenting food is in the small inestine you may 
not be able to reach it with the enema but you will 
begin to feel better as the intestinal function is 
stimulated. The heart beats will become steadier 
and chills will give way to a feeling of warmth, 
while any pains are lessened. A second enema 
about four hours later will usually be all that is 
needed to get rid of the pressure of excessive gas 

I want you to learn how to feel these gas pock- 
ets with your fingers. Before you take the enema 
press with your fingers on the lower right side of 
your abdomen. Here you will probably feel a hard, 
distended spot. After the water has entered the 
bowel the lower abdomen appears fuller and you 
can usually move the gas around with your finger 
tips. After the water and gas are expelled, it you 
will place the fingers on the lower right side again 
| you will see that the parts are now normally soft 
| and flexible. A great many pains in the right side 
which are thought to be appendicitis pains are 
really gas pains and will disappear if you find out 
| what they are and use the enema treatment 
In some cases where severe colicky pains have 
been present it is a good plan to follow the enema 
} with a hot sitz bath or with hot applications to the 
entire abdmoen, to cause relaxation. The beneficial 
effects of the hot aplpications are seen to advantage 
with nervous patients. 

It is a wise procedure to keep these instructions 
where you can refer to them as you never know 
when they will be needed. They are particularly 
helpful for those who suffer from gas attacks at 
the same time that they have attacks of indigestion, 
asthma, or colitis. Many patients with weakened 
| hearts are made worse by these gas attacks as the 
| heart has difficulty in doing its work while crowd- 
| ed from gas pressure. Pelvic disorders of women 
are aggravated by the distension of the intestines 
with gases which forces the intestines against the 
sensative pelvic organs. Periodically painful per- 
iods are often relieved at the time by a one day 
fast and the use of two or three enemas to free the 
lower bowel. Men who are ruptured must be on 
guard at all times against excessive gas pressure. 

Anyone troubled with gas pains shuold be sure 
to watch for tomorrow's article whcih will describe

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
| QUESTION: O. R. asks: “How many minutes 
for a sunmbath and how much should the exposure 
| be increased daily? Your “Tan and Sunburn” 
| article does not state; it says that the time of ex- 
| posure must be increased daily, but surely there 
must be a limit to the maximum of time necessary 
or else the exposure would require all day event- 
ually and that is impossible for most of us. Can a 
tanned skin eliminate body poisons as well as an 
untanned skin?” 

ANSWER: One cannot state the exact time re- 
quired for a sunbath, as the tolerance of different 
people varies so greatly. It is generaily advised to 
begin with, say, ten minutes, and, if no sunburn 
occurs, the time can be slightly increased each 
| day. For the average case fifteen or twenty min- 

utes’ exposure twice a week should be sufficient to 

provide vitamin D which is created in the skin by 

the sun's rays. It is just as easy for tanned skin to 

eliminate poisons as untanned, possibly easier, 

because the skin has a better tone. This does not 

apply to sunburn, however, which temporarily 
| closes the pores of the skin.
